The  principal  industries  of  the  area  are  agricultural  with 
associated  activities,  which  include  two  bacon  factories, 
one  slaughterhouse,  a  cheese  factory  and  a  milk  processing 
factory.  In  addition,  there  are  factories  dealing  in  syn¬ 
thetic  glue,  chemicals,  instrument  engineering,  soft  toys 
and  glove  making.

THE  HOSPITAL  SERVICE 

From  the  northern  part  of  the  district  patients  attend  the 
Westminster  Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Salisbury  Hospitals 
in  the  Salisbury  Group  Management  Committee  of  the  Wessex 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  From  the  more  southern  part  of  the 
district  patients  attend  the  Blandford  Hospital  and  the 
Bournemouth  and  Poole  Hospitals  of  the  Bournemouth  and  East 
Dorset  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Wessex 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

They  comprise  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
maternity,  school  health,  immunization  and  vaccination, 
home  nursing,  mental  health,  the  ambulance  service,  the 
care  and  after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind  and  handi¬ 
capped,  health  education,  the  domestic  home  help  service 
and  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 

DOMESTIC  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Particular  mention  must  be  made  regarding  the  domestic 
home  help  service  which  is  of  such  incalculable  benefit 
to  the  needy  old  people  that  it  is  difficult  to  recall 
how  these  people  managed  before  this  service  was  insti¬ 
tuted.  But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing  demands 
are  being  made,  many  old  people  would  be  unable  to  survive 
in  their  own  homes. 

VOLUNTARY  SERVICES 

Acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  carried 
out  in  the  district  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  with 
regard  to  the  welfare  of  aged  persons,  the  handicapped  and 
disabled  and  the  chiropody  service  for  old  people.  A  meals 
on  wheels  service  for  old  people  is  provided  by  the  WRVS. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  21  persons  had  availed  themselves 
of  this  service  in  the  district,  compared  with  19  in  the 
previous  year.

WATER  SUPPLY 
Public  Supplies 


The  statutory  undertaking  in  the  district  is  the  West  Wilts  Water 
Board.  There  he.s  been  close  cooperation  between  the  Board's 
Officers  and  your  Public  Health  Officers  .  The  Board  has  taken 
394  samples  during  the  year,  and  4  were  taken  by  your  Public  Health 
Officers.  85  of  these  samples  shewed  varying  degrees  of  contami¬ 
nation  with  non-faecal  organisms  and  23  of  those  samples  wore  also 
contaminated  with  faecal  organisms.  Practically  all  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  were  from  springs  prior  to  chlorination.

Fontmell  Magna's  private  supply  affects  17  domestic  properties  and 
one  public  standpipe.  Users  of  this  supply  v/ere  advised  to  boil 
water  used  for  drinking  and  the  supply  owners  were  asked  to  pay 
careful  attention  to  chlorination.  The  supply  is  in  process  of 
being  discontinued  since  connections  to  the  mains  supply  are  being 
provided. 

At  Clayesmore,  the  supply  owners  were  advised  to  pay  careful 
attention  to  chlorination,  as  were  the  supply  owners  at  Oake  Woods 
Bacon  Factory,  Gillingham. 
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DRAINAGE  MD  SEWERA.&E 


Preparatory  work  has  contiu-uo^  in  x-oe^or-.t  of  schemes  for  Motcorabe  and 
Fontraell  Magna.  Main  drainage  improvements  scheme  for  Iv«jv  no  Mi nstoF 
was  commenced  in  March  1969  and  completion  is  due  by  August  1970.  A 
main  drainage  scheme  for  Bourton  (previously  unsewered)  commenced  in 
October  1969  and  completion  is  due  by  March  1971. 

Drainage  nuisances  have  continued  at  Milton  on  Stour  and  Kington 
Magna  and  there  have  been  intermittent  nuisances  at  East  Stour. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  Council  operate  a  service  under  Section  74-  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936  to  assist  with  emptying  of  cesspools  for  occupiers  of  resi¬ 
dential  properties  situated  in  the  non-sowered  parts  of  the  district. 
During  the  year,  the  contents  of  470  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  wore 
removed. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
House  refuse  and  salvage 

A  weekly  collection  operates  for  Gillingham  and  a  fortnightly  col¬ 
lection  for  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

112  tons  16  cwts,  3  qrs.  of  salvage  was  sold,  realising  an  income  of 
£617.  10.  9d. 

Road  sweeping 

The  Council  employ  one  man  to  sweep  rocads  in  Gillingham  (lighting 
area)  to  supplement  the  limited  mechanical  sweeping  of  principal 
roads  by  the  County  Council. 

Roadside  Sanitation 

Litter  receptacles  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  in  approved 
laybys  and  litter  is  collected  by  the  District  Council. 

RIVERS  /Id)  STREAMS  POLLUTION 

The  pollution  of  a  stream  at  Kington  Magna  (previously  reported)  has 
been  reduced  during  the  year  follov.dng  the  service  of  statutory 
notice  on  the  owner  of  business  premises  who  took  appropriate  steps 
to  stop  the  pollution.

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Early  in  the  year  it  became  apparent  that  one  meat  inspector 
employed  at  Case  &  Sons  Ltd.,  Motcombe,  could  not  deal  with  an 
increased  slaughtering  throughput  at  the  factory.  The  Council 
considered  the  position  but  felt  that  the  cost  to  the  district 
for  an  additional  meat  inspector  was  unreasonable,  bearing  in 
mind  that  96%  of  the  total  throughput  for  the  district  ?;as 
"export”  meat. 

Representation  was  made  through  the  Member  of  Parliament  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and  a  meeting  took 
place  on  the  15th  December  1969  with  the  Minister's  Parliamentary 
Private  Secretary  who  assured  the  Council's  representatives  that 
he  would  review  the  position  regarding  meat  inspection  charges. 
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
